LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 2245, asintroduced, Hill. Vehicles: handicapped parking spaces.

Existing law authorizes a disabled person who displays a special
license plate or a distinguishing placard to park in specified zones.

Thisbill would state that it isthe intent of the Legislature to increase
access to handicapped parking spaces while preventing placard fraud
and abuse by unlawful users.
